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U.N. Head Says War Delayed 


Cairo — United Nations Secretary General 


Kurt Waldheim is convinced that unless a 
breakthrough in Middle East negotiations is 
achievad, a new Arab-Israeli war may well break 
out by next spring or early summer. 


• Waldheim reached his conclusion after three 


days of intensive talks with the leaders of Syria, 
Israel and Egypt. He left Cairo, the last leg of his 
swing through the area, Thursday morning to fly 
back to New York. 


On Monday, Waldheim obtained from Presi- 


dent Hafez al-Assad a commitment that Syria 
would accept the presence of U.N. forces on the 
Syrian-Israeli front for another six months. The 
first half-year mandate of the forces will expire 
Saturday. 


Uncertainty about Syria's intentions had been 


one of the principal elements in a war scare that 
had troubled the area for the last several weeks. 


In an informal conversation in his hotel' suite 


here, the secretary general, in shirt sleeves and ob- 
viously tired from a long day of .talks in Jerusalem 
and Cairo, expressed gratification that his visit .had 
helped the Syrians and Israelis avoid the worst. 


But he made it clear that he felt that the threat of 


war had been merely delayed, and not removed. 


Assad, he said, had told him tha't Syria wanted a 


political solution to the Middle East conflict but 
could not wait forever. Waldheim described the 
Syrian president as reasonable "but tough." 


One Time Only 


Although he did not say so explicitly, the 


secretary general seemed to have clearly gained the 
impression that the Syrians regard their acceptance 
of a second six-month mandate for the U.N. forces 
as a one-shot concession and are determined not to 
repeat it unless there is another Israeli withdrawal 
within the next six months.

Typhoons Tear 
Into Two Nations 


Waldheim had been asked by Israeli Premier 
Yitzhak Rabin to transmit to President Anwar el- 
Sadat another Israeli request for-an Egyptian 
declaration of nonbelligerency in exchange for a 
new Israeli withdrawal in the Sinai Peninsula. The 
suggestion was turned down by Sadat, the sources 
said. 


Waldheim declined to say whether he had 


brought any Israeli suggestions to Cairo but con- 
firmed that it was his impression that Egypt is 
refusing to make political concessions in exchange 
for a new Israeli withdrawal. 


Oilfields Disputed 


Israel, according to the Egyptian sources, 


suggested a possible withdrawal due east of the 
Suez Canal but did not contemplate giving up the 
occupied Egyptian oilfield of Abou Rodeis on the 
Red Sea coast at this stage. Egypt insists on the 
return of the oil fields, the sources said; 


In his conversation, Waldheim repeatedly 


stressed the need for multilateral negotiation 


through the United Nations in addition to the 
bilateral diplomatic efforts of the United States 
and the Soviet Union, including the efforts of 


v Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger. 


Waldheim had sent two personal messages to 


Assad before coining to the area and was told by 


" the Syrian leader that these messages and the 


timing of the visit were instrumental in enabling 
Syria to accept an extension of the mandate of the 
U.N. force. Assad told him that the Syrian 
government's initial decision had been against a 
renewal, Waldheim said. 


Israeli Reception Pleasing 


The secretary general also talked with visible 


satisfaction of the reception he and his delegation 
had received in Israel. 


• He had been prepared for a frigid reception so 


soon after the Palestine debate in the General 
Assembly, he said, but found that Israeli officials, 
as well as the public, made a distinction between 
the "-parliamentary expressions of the member 


Typhoons rampaged through 


Bangladesh and the Philippines 
Thursday, knocking down homes 
with 100 mile-per-hour winds 
and leaving thousands homeless. 
Four islands off Bangladesh 
were swept by a tidal wave and 
the fate of thousands of islanders 
was not known. 


Initial reports from Dacca said 


the cyclone raised 10-foot waves 
against the southeastern coast, 
destroying thousands of homes 
along the Ganges River delta 
south to Cox's Bazar, 200 miles 
south of Dacca. 


Red Cross sources said the 


tidaL wave swept over the 
offshore islands of Kutubdia, 
Sonadia, Maheshakhali and 
Chakoria. Contact with the 
islands was cut off. 


A similar cyclone arid tidal 


wave in 1970 killed about one 
million people. 


Ketish Chandra Mabdal, the 


state'minister of relief, said the 
government was making 
arrangements to evacuate peo- 
ple from the affected areas of 
the coast. 


The Red Cross said volunteers 


left Cox's Bazar with relief 
supplies, but roads north from 
the city were reported blocked 
by uprooted trees. 


In the Philippines, Typhoon 


Irma swept across the main 


Luzon Island with winds up to 
115 miles, per hour, killing at 
least one person, destroying 
scores of homes and battering 
ships in Manila Bay. 


The Red Cross and other relief 


agencies had no immediate es- 
timate of damage to property 
and the island's sugar crops. 


A woman was killed in Zam- 


bales when she was struck by a 
flying sheet of galvanized iron. 
Five persons were reported in- 
jured. 


A 590-ton vessel was hurled 


against the base of Manila's 
main bayside thoroughfare, 
Roxas Boulevard. At least three 
other vessels were grounded in 
the bay and a 1,000-ton Panama- 
nian" ship ran aground off 
Paluan, Oriental Mindoro, 100 
miles to the south. 


• Communications, transporta- 
tion and power facilities were 
paralyzed across much of Luzon. 


In Angeles City near the U.S. 


Clark Air Base, 45 miles south of 
Manila, officials said some 100 
homes were blown down. Four 
large buildings collapsed in the 
Tondo slum of Manila, but no 
one was injured there. 


Weathermen said Irma was 


weakening slightly and was 
expected to blow out to the 
South China Sea later Thursday, 


Earthquake Rattles 
San Francisco Bay 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - A 


mild to moderate earthquake 
rolled through the San Francisco 
Bay area Thursday. There were 
no immediate reports of injuries 
or serious damage. 


A spokesman for the National 


Earthquake Reporting Service at 
Golden, Colo., said the quake 
struck about 5 p.m. CST, with its 
epicenter near Hollister, some 75 
miles south of San Francisco. 


The San Benitb County 


sheriff's office reported some 
glass breakage but no serious 
damage. Hollister is the seat of 
San Benito County. 


"We got a pretty good shake 


lasting 20 to 25 seconds." said 
Deputy Sheriff Ray Peltier of 
San Benito County. 


Dr. Bruce Bolt, director of the 


University of California 
seismology station in Berkeley. 


said the tremor was followed by- 
many small after-shocks. 


He fixed the quake's center six 


miles' north of Hollister in the 
San Felipe Lakes area between 
the Calaveras and San Andreas 
Faults. ' Earthquakes almost 
always occur along faults, which 
are fractures in the earth's crust. 


The shock was felt by some 


residents over a 10-county area, 
westward about 40 miles to 
Monterey and northward 75 
miles to the San Francisco- 
Oakland area. 


The spokesman for the 


Golden, Colo., earthquake 
center said the earthquake was 
estimated to measure between 
5^i and S1^ on the Richter scale- 
He said such an earthquake was 
considered mild to moderate

Butz Makes 
Fun Of Pope 


New York (AP) — Secretary of Agriculture 


Earl L. Butz came under fire Thursday after he was 
quoted as having used a mock Italian accent to at- 
tack Pope Paul VTs position on birth control. 


Butz was quoted in Thursday's New York Dai- 


ly News as having said of the Pope at a breakfast 
meeting of newsmen in Washington Wednesday: 


"He no playa the game; he no makea the 


rules." 


He then said his remark was "off the record" 


but the News printed it anyway. 


The comment came after Butz had dismissed 


the Pope's criticism of wealthy nations for telling 
poor nations to controltheir populations in order to 
meet their hunger problems. 


Msgr. Eugene V. Clark, a spokesman for the 


Roman Catholic Archdiocese of New York, sent a 
telegram to President Ford Thursday calling the 
remark a "crude, pointed insult directed at Pope 
Paul VI spiritual leader of the world's Catholics/' 


Clark called for Butz "to apologize immediate- 


ly or resign." 


Clark;wrote Ford: "Pope Paul, whose honest 


concern for the starving people of the world is un- 
iquely informed, reliable and responsive to the, 
needs of'the people of Africa and Asians now has 
his pleas for immediate relief to starving people 
answered by ethnic mockery and vulgar religious 
prejudice by Secretary Butz on the highest level of 
the United States government." 


He added, ''If Mr. Butz can speak this way and 


remain in your Cabinet, Catholic, Italo-Americans 
and the starving people of the world will all know 
how poorly they are esteemed by our Cabinet." 


Butz was not immediately available for com- 


ment. 


Rep. Mario Biaggi, D-N. Y. also sent a telegram 


to Ford urging that Butz be fired "for his anti- 
Catholic, anti-Italian remarks." 


City Council-Operated Public Housing Plan Urged

Lincoln's City Council should operate its 


own public housing program, offer a tax break 
to property owners who repair their homes 
and it should reqnire developers to set aside 
an area in their subdivisions for low and 
moderate income bousing. 


At least that's what should be, according 


to a comprehensive housing $tndy,-two years 
in the making. 


The study says such action would be a 


major boost to the community's fight to ease 
the housing shortage. 


Crammed with data on the city's and 


county's housing demands and loaded with a 
host of recommendations, the study is being 
reviewed by the Community Development 
Task Force. That panel is charged with 
fighting urban decay and overseeing an 
application for federal dollars to help win that 
battle. 


Not Made Public 


Although portions of Ore $52.000 study 


have been released, the final recommen- 
dations have not been made public. 


The study was undertaken by the Plan- 


ning Department with the aid of the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska's Bureau of Sociological 
Research and the now defunct Mayor's 
Housing Committee. 


Although the final study was completed 


this summer, the document still is in the hands 
of a Planning Commission subcommittee. 
Hence the report is labeled "preliminary." 
since Ihe commission has yet to review, 
modify or reject it. 


The report concludes that Lincoln's 


greatest problem is lack of low income 
housing. The study states that out of the 3.990 
needed units. 3.140 units are needed in the low 
income bracket 


Categories Defined 


The study defines low income families as 


those with less than $6.000 annual income, 
middle income as those in the |6,000-|11.999 
range and high income as those earning more 
than $12,000 


The study said 709 middle income units 


are needed and 141 units in the higher income 
bracket are needed. 


In the rural areas of Lancaster County, 233 


dwellings are needed, of which 66 are needed 
in the low income range, 144 in the middle 
rage and 13 in the upper range, the study 
sa'd 


Unlike the city dwellers, the rural coun- 


ty's greatest demand ss in the middle income 
bracket 


Hike Vacancy Rate 


The study also calls on both government 


agencies and private developers to hike the 
city's vacancy rate to 5% by 1980. In 1972, the 
rate was 3.17*. 


To achieve a 3.1% rate, 1,850 more 


housing units will be needed in the city. To 
maintain a 5re rate, 2,750 more units will be 
needed by 1990 and 1,850 more by 2000. 


While, construction of new housing is one 


answer to the shortage, the study points out 
that the preservation of older neighborhoods 
and the rehabilitation of deteriorating homes 
will help ease the housing situation. 


Many of the recommendations listed in 


the study would need enabling state legisla- 
tion, changes in the city charter or zoning laws 
or legislation by the county. 


Those recommendations include: 
—additional housing built by the local 


home building industry. 


—initiation erf a tax credits program on 


state income taxes tor lenders who make a 
proportion of their loans to low and 
moderate income families. 


—encouraging state government to 


declare that housing assistance is a state 
function, opening the way for the state to 
gram tunds to local housing authorities. 


—encouraging the Lincoln Housing 


Authority to build new units, financed with 
•federal obligation bonds which would mean 
granting the autnority the power to assess a 
mill levy 


-encouraging •the Lincoln Housing 


Authority to build new units financed by the 
sale of houses at Lincoln Air Park West 
(LAPW) 


—support the authority's plan to 


rehabilitate substandard units and to 
accelerate that program 


—encourage the authority to retain 


ownershiD of houses located in LAPW so 
that the houses can be placed in the nubiic 
housing nrogram 


—allow the authority to mane loans 


directly to low and moderate income 
families who wish to buy new or existing 
housing 


—broaden the authority's turisdict'on to 


cover the entire county, not lust Lincoln, to 
enable the authority to meet the housing 
needs of rural residents.

Money For Life 


ADDIS ABABA. Ethiopia 


(AP) 
— Ethiopia's deposed 


Emperor Haile Selassie has 
agreed to turn his vast fortune 
over to the military men who 
overthrew him. the Swiss am- 
bassador said Thursday he had 
been told by Ethiopian officials 


Unofficial sources said the 


money is in exchange for the 
emperor's life 


In another development, the 


ruling military council named 
Brig Gen Teferi Benti as 
Ethiopia's head of government, 
mainly a ceremonial position. 
He vowed to cooperate with the 
ruling 120-man council of largely 
anonymous junior officers and 
noncoms. 


Swiss Ambassador Heinz 


Langenbacher said officials told 
him that nearly a month ago 
Selassie signed over money he 
had banked abroad The envoy 
said he was told the sum was 
over $15 billion, but added "I 
can't believe it is that much." 


In Bern, the Swiss Foreign Of- 


fice said it had heard reports of 
the authorization. Swiss es- 
timates of the fortune range 
from $100 million to $15 billion, 
but Swiss bankers say these 
sums are "legendary." 


The annual budget of 


Ethiopia, one of the world's 
poorest countries, is $500 million 
and its gross national product is 
about $2 billion. 


The 82-year-old 
former 


emperor has been under deten- 
tion since he was deposed Sept. 
12 and charged with raking in 
huge profits from family 
businesses and national gold 
mines while Ethiopians starved. 
The military has pledged to let 
the Ethiopian people decide his 
fate. 


The new chairman of the- 


military .council, Gen. Teferi, 
was named to replace his friend 
Lt. Gen. Aman Andom, a 
moderate who was fired when 


he reportedly tried to expand his 
limited powers 


The military council said 


Aman was killed in a gun battle 
with troops sent to arrest him 
Saturday at the same time that 
the 59 other former officials 
were machinegunned in a down- 
town prison in what the govern- 
ment called an "act of justice."

Kissinger Gets 
No Call To Mao 


PEKING (AP)-Secretary of 


State Henry A. Kissinger com- 
pleted talks Thursday with 
Chinese officials without 
registering 
a 
major 


breakthrough in improved 
relations. 


U.S. 
officials indicated there 


was no major development on 
the Taiwan issue. And the sum- 
mons from Chairman Mao Tse- 
tung, received by eight foreign 
visitors in a little more than two 
months, did not come to 
Kissinger. 


Still, in a farewell toast, the 


secretary said the two sides had

Kissinger's five-day visit will

years, when the two Koreas held 
their first serious talks on 
unification since the Korean 
war.

Vladivostok—Triumph Or Trap? 


At long last President Ford is heeding 


the advice given him months ago by the 
"transition team" organized to formulate 
plans for the shifting of power to a new ad- 
ministration with a new image. 


The advice was to excise the coterie of 


Nixon men from the White House staff, the 
cabinet and other high places in govern- 
ment and replace them with Ford men and 
women so that the American people could 
sooner forget the Nixon era. 


To his discredit, the new President 


was so loyal to the old that he couldn't 
clean house. Many of the Nixon people 
stayed on far longer than they should have. 
Either he was too loyal to Nixon or too 
indecisive when left on his own. 


But the speculation now is that a 


shakeup has begun within the President's 
White House staff and in the cabinet. 
Between now and the middle of next year, 
according to observers, a distinctly Ford 
administration will take shape, leaving only 
Henry Kissinger, Defense Secretary 
Schlesinger and Treasury Secretary Simon 
as holdovers. 


The speculation is promising and will 


be welcomed in all quarters. It is late, but 
not too late, for President Ford to make his 
own mark.

Savage Ethiopia 


According to news reports, Ethiopia's

It discloses that, 
even as the oil industry screams 
"shortage" as an excuse to raise 
prices in natural gas sub- 
sidiaries, huge reservoirs of gas 
have been squirreled away so it 
can later be sold at higher prices. 


The FPC study comes at a 


time when the natural gas 
producers, championed by Sen. 
James Buckley. R-C-K.Y.. are 
pushing to get price controls 


lifted so they can raise prices by 
200 to 300%. 


The siren song by which they 


have won over Buckley and his 
allies is that without higher 
prices, there is no money to 
explore for new gas. Yet the 
FPC staff study seems to show 
that the oil companies have plen- 
ty of gas, but are hoarding it. 


The FPC investigators have 


tentatively found that pipeline 
firms contracted for some 8.5 
trillion cubic feet of gas in 1972 
and 9.7 trillion in 1973 from the 
vast Gulf of Mexico fields.

The Vladivostok communique 
on the Middle East was extreme­ 
ly vague. Both sides agree that 
the situation there is extremely 
dangerous, but both keep 
pouring arms into Israel and the 
Arab states that can hit both 
Cairo and Jerusalem. 
Washington and Moscow talk 
about “detente” but the cold 
war goes on. The big powers 
agree on the limitation of arms, 
but the nuclear weapons they re­ 
tain are still enough to blow up 
the world. The Ford-Brezhnev 
meeting was merely a holding 
operation, and until the facts of 


their agreement are published, it 
will not really be clear what they 
decided.

Meanwhile it is clear that the 
Soviet leaders are being very 
careful. They have apparently 
concluded that a major disrup­ 
tion of the detente policy would 
probably produce a violent anti­ 
communist reaction in the 
United States, and maybe a 
Jackson presidency, or even a 
Reagan Wallace campaign in 
1976. 


In any event and for whatever 
reasons, the Soviets have agreed 
to a ceiling on all main strategic 
weapons systems, equal to the 
United States. They have 
dropped their claim that all 


American forward-based planes 
in Europe and Japan should be 
counted in the strategic balance, 
and concentrated on a Moscow- 
Washington compromise in 
which they will get trade and 
technology in return for arms 
control. 


The arms control, however, 
will still leave both sides with 
enough weapons to blow up the 
world. The main thing, in the 
immediate future, is what the 
Vladivostok communique said 
about the Middle East. It was ex­ 
tremely vague.

Ford and Brezhnev merely

area on the basis of the United 
Nations Resolution 338, with due 
account taken of the legitimate 
interests of all peoples of the 
area including the Palestinian 
people and respect for the rights 
of all the states of the area to 
independent existence.” 


But this did ot deal with, but 
merely evaded the central issue. 
Ford and Brezhnev did not real­ 
ly apply their noble principles to 
the Middle East. They are both 
shipping modern weapons into 
the area. More important, they 
are now sending weapons that 
can destroy both states if a fifth 
Israeli-Arab war begins, and 
they are not using their influence 
or keeping their promises to 
avoid that war. 


These are the brutal facts of 
the situation, and on the big 
issue of the Middle East, the 
Vladivostok meeting was no 
triumph. It kept the balance of 
nuclear power about where it 
was. It agreed to maintain that 
balance for the next years, which 
is helpful, but on the immediate 
crisis of the Middle East, it did 
not use the power of Washington 
and Moscow to avoid another 
war. 


It is probably wrong to assume 
that Brezhnev was setting a trap 
for Ford, agreeing to a nuclear 
compromise in principle, merely 
to get trade and technology 
agreement» through the Con­ 
gress, but Brezhnev did not real­ 
ly deal with the major crisis in 
the Middle East. And this is 
what really worries Washington 
and the other capitals of the 
world.

In its report, the General Ac­ 
counting Office found the big 
petroleum producers and their 
refineries are almost beyond the 
control of the helmless Federal 
Energy Administration. 
“ FEA refinery audit officials 
estimated ... refiners' potential 
violations could be between $1 
billion and $2 billion,” said the 
report, requested by the Senate 
government reorganization sub­ 
committee headed by Sen. 
Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn. 
If the violations were pressed, 
said the GAO, it could “result in 
price reductions.” But the 
chances of real action against the 
major oil producers are slim, the 
report indicated. 
Although blocked from FEA 
files in defiance of Congress, the 
GAO sleuths were still able to 
prove that not a single FEA 
auditor from the compliance and 
enforcement branch had been 
assigned directly to work on big 
petroleum producers. 
Yet some 760 FEA auditors 
were assigned to investigate 
retailers and wholesalers, and 
another 88 worked on refineries. 
One regional FEA official told 
his GAO visitors that during 
a two-week period, every retail 
firm investigated had been 
chiseling consumers on gasoline 
and oil. 


Overall, the GAO discovered, 
FEA audits have lagged. The 
FEA has winked at innumerable 
violations, ignored past 
overcharges by companies and 
failed to verify Big Oil’s data 
despite evidence of wholesale 
fudging. Even when gross errors 
or gouging were found, there 
were often no follow-up 
investigations. 


Concluded the GAO’s secret 
report: If “ controls are to be 
continued, FEA will have to 
substantially strengthen its 
compliance and enforcement 
program at all levels. . . ”

WALLACE 


WASHINGTON — Can a poor boy from 
Alabama’s Pea River find political hap­ 
piness and success with America’s coun­ 
try clubs? Maybe not, but before 
November’s election results get too old 
and stale, it’s useful to reflect on the very 
significant 1974 upper-middle-class 
inroads made by George Wallace and 
what they may mean for the future. 


Twelve years have passed since the 
Barbour County Bantam first won 
Alabama’s governorship — years in which 
he has contested three presidential cam­ 
paigns prior to achieving his present posi­ 
tion as the front-running Democratic 
contender for 1976. During this time, 
there has been a little-noticed but impor­ 
tant broadening of his political base. 


When Wallace was an Alabama state 
legislator in the 1940s, labeled “radical” 
by the local Chamber of Commerce, his 
political backing came mostly from lower 
income groups — workers, farmers and 
shopkeepers. There same voters 
constituted his support in earlier races. 
But as of 1974, with Wallace’s position in 
national politics both more prominent 
and more “conservative,” he has ex­ 
panded yesteryear’s base to include the 


bulk of middle-class and upper-class 
Alabama.

This November, Wallace chalked up 
85% of the two-party vote, the highest 
gubernatorial percentage in the country. 
Doing so, he cut deeply into the affluent 
constituency that had hitherto shunned 
him. In the Mobile, Montgomery, and 
Birmingham areas, 50-75% of those 
voting for GOP Congressmen Buchanan, 
Dickinson and Edwards also endorsed the 
pineywoods populist governor. Wallace 
notched up surprisingly large vote totals 
in places like Vestavia Hills and Mountain 
Brook, upper-middle-class bailiwicks 
very much like their cousins in Pittsburgh 
or Chicago. 
A few observers saw this coming 
earlier, estimating that Wallace captured 
80% of the middle-class ballots in the 
spring Democratic gubernatorial 
primary. And intriguingly, Wallace 
himself has long expected such gains. 
Writer Marshall Frady in his excellent 
political biography of the controversial 
Alabamian, says that Wallace’s blueprint 
is a coalition of “the workingman with 
the large industrialists and tycoons of 
Mid-America.” He quotes Wallace as 
saying this back in 1968: 
“ We got part of it already. We got the 
working man, and now we’re gonna get 
the other part of it — the high boi-polloi. 
They gonna come around, you wait.” 
The results of 1974 contain the first 
signs that 1976 may prove him right. 
Wallace believes that economic chaos and 
anti-Washington sentiment is 
“ radicalizing the middle classes” ; cer­ 
tainly, the worse economic conditions get 
the greater Wallace’s ability to mobilize 
the alienated. 
But there’s more to his growing appeal. 
Many of the Southern and ethnic 
elements that were realigning towards 
Richard Nixon in the last two elections 
now see little future in the Republican 
Party and lean instead towards a new 
politics focused on Wallace. Some conser­ 
vative intellectuals are also interested in 
a coalition encompassing Wallace.

Admittedly, though, the economy is the 
key. If unemployment reaches Vk or 8% 
by winter 1975-76, Wallace should do ex­ 
tremely well in the Democratic presiden­ 
tial primaries, although the party 
probably can’t afford to nominate him.

WASHINGTON - Thanks to the 
momentum of the past, President Ford 
scored at Vladivostok what appears to be 
a notable breakthrough in the control of 
offensive nuclear weapons. At the same 
time he joined with Chairman Leonid 
Brezhnev in appealing for a new start on 
negotiations in the Middle East. 
While what the Chairman and the 
President signed was hailed as an agree­ 
ment, Secretary of State Kissinger made 
it plain that months of negotiation must 
follow on the complex details of the vast 
arsenal on both sides of the divide. That 
suggests a major qualifier still to be 
proved out. 
Yet it is as of this moment a success, 
and in foreign policy it gives the Presi­ 
dent a sorely needed plus to compensate 
for the failures at home. Ford returns to 
find disarray in his own official household 
and a continuing muddle over energy that 
owes a lot to his own inaction. 
Kissinger staked out a comprehensive 
challenging position for cooperation with 
the oil-consuming countries and eventual­ 
ly with the oil producers. Nothing 
happened. The leadership that might 
have come from President Ford was 
missing. 
Secretary of Interior Rogers Morton, 
whom the President appointed head of an 
energy council, suggested the need for an 
increased gasoline tax to conserve energy 
and cut oil imports. Publicly rebuffed by 
the President, the head of the energy 
council retreated in confusion.

The muddle owes a lot to the conflict of 
authority in the White House between the 
Nixonites and the Ford recruits. But a 
new figure is moving up with a portent of 
drastic change in the near future. 
Donald M. Rumsfeld, “ Rummy,” 42 
years old, fresh as paint, is a take-charge 
chief of staff. He has moved rapidly to 
reshape the White House personnel and 
that is only the beginning. 
Those in the administration following 
Rumsfeld’s rapid rise believe he will have 
a strong hand in strengthening Ford’s 
position in Congress and the country. 
This involves selecting at least three 
lame-duck Republicans who will be 
rewarded not with top posts but with of­ 
fices in which they can build political 
fences. 
More surprising is the likelihood that at 
least two Democrats will be offered 
places to promote the concept of a united

front on energy and the Middle East. 


As for Rummy himself, with his 
limitless ambition encompassing the 
presidency, a cabinet post is in order in 
the new year, although which one is still 
uncertain. This goes with an insider’s 
prediction that 80% of the present 
cabinet will have vanished by early 
spring. 


Given his rapidly expanding powers, 
Rumsfled is sure to have a hand in trying 
to resolve the energy muddle. Despite the 
Ford stonewall, there are those high in 
the administration who believe that, 
since voluntarism is not working, sbme 
form of compulsion is essential if oil im­ 
ports are to be cut back. 


Given his remarkable rise since he 
came from his post as ambassador to 
NATO in Brussels, Rumsfeld has 
inevitably made enemies. But the rock on 
which he builds is the loyalty of the Presi­ 
dent. When he came to Congress from a 
safe Republican district in Illinois, he 
struck up a friendship with Ford. He was 
one of four House members leading the 
push to make Ford minority leader.

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Inflation, Recession Equal Problems 


Washington - President Ford, in a 


shift of perspective with major policy 
implications, now regards inflation and 
recession as equally important 
problems, several of his ranking aides 
have indicated. 


This change of focus, they said, was 


signaled by the budget message the 
President sent to Congress Tuesday 


Until recently. Ford had been in- 


sisting that federal spending be cut to 
$300 billion or below in the current 
f'scal year. But in his message, the 
President proposed budget cuts that 
would put total spending at $302 bilbon, 
even if Congress made all the reduc- 
tions asked for. 


Roy L Ash. director of the Office of 


Management and Budget, said in an 
interview the fact that the President did 
not insist on cutting the budget to 1300 
billion reflected a new "balance" in the 
administration's concern with inflation 
on one hand and recession on the other. 


Ford Concedes 


Until recently, Ford had repeatedly

Critics of the administration, pointing

White House aides caution that a 


proposal for a tax cut has not yet been 
given formal consideration. But they 
say it is appealing to a wider circle of 
influential figures within the ad- 


ministration. 


They also caution, however, that a 


presidential proposal for a tax cut to 
stimulate the economy is in large 
measure contingent on congressional 
willingness to make the budget cuts 
proposed by Ford this week. 


Meanwhile, administration officials 


are also conceding that the realities of 
the recession mean federal spending 
would probably be higher than hoped 
for in fiscal 1976. Until recently, the 
President and his aides had been talking 
about a spending target of $330 billion 
for the fiscal year beginning next 
summer. 


But Ash said during the interview the 


forecast now was that the budget for 
1976 would top $330 billion.

TOO Early? 
Friday' Nov 29' 1974 Thf Lincoln Stir T3 


Owing (AP)-The continuing 


saga of the 1974 race for the 48th 
District seat in the State 
Legislature is doing just that - 
continuing, with more con- 
troversy. 


When the unofficial count of 


the votes was completed two 
weeks ago, former State Sen. 
Terry Carpenter of Scottsbluff, a 
write-in candidate, appeared to 
be the winner by a narrow, 
three-vote margin. 


However, Carpenter's oppo- 


nent, Scotts Bluff County Com- 
missioner Willian Nichol, also of 
Scottsbluff, requested a recount, 
and when the results were 
released Tuesday night, the 
results were reversed. 


Under the supervision of 


Secretary of State Allen Beer- 
mann, the recount showed 
Nichol getting 2,546 votes, 
Carpenter 2,478, and Ben 
Wilson, a Mitchell-area farmer- 
rancher, 2,178. 


Now, Scotts Bluff County 


Clerk Melvin Maxwell is challen- 
ging Beermann's decision to 
throw out some of the-votes cast 
for Carpenter, and the assump- 
tion that the county will have to 
bear the expense of the recount. 


Maxwell said Beermann's 


ruling that an initial or first 
name must be visible to be 
.counted is contrary to state 
statutes. 


Carpenter's attorney, Harry 


Meister, said 49 of Carpenter's 
votes were rejected because 
the voter did not include a first 
name or initial. 


Maxwell quoted a statute 


saying the correct first name or 
initial is not needed for a ballot 
to count, and rejected Beer- 
mann's decision due to the fact 
that the law does not specify that 
they shall be rejected. Maxwell 
also said he could interpret 
nothing in Beermann's preelec- 


tion instructions that indicated 
ballots without a first name or 
initial must be rejected. 


Maxwell said he interpreted 


the instructions to mean that a 
first name standing alone would 
not suffice, but that a first name 
is not required before the last 
name. 


Contacted in Lincoln, Beer- 


mann quoted another statute 
saying ballots marked for a write 
in candidate must have the name 
of the candidate written in full in 
the proper space. "Your full 
name isn't Carpenter," Beer- 
marm said. 


Beermann also said the 


statutes are very clear as to who 
should bear the cost of a 
recount.

Anthony Davis of Southern California, the leading contenders 
for this year's Heisman Trophy, Thursday were named to the 
Kodak All-America team selected by the American Football 
Coaches Association.

Dinardo becomes 
the second member of his family to make the Kodak team, his 
brother Larry, also of Notre Dame, haveing been named in 1970.

Cunningham of Clemson, guard Ken Huff of North Carolina, 
center Sylvester Croom of Alabama and flanker Pat Mclnally of 
Harvard.

specific exception to Kuhn's 
declaration that the Yankees' 
general partner will be "ineligi- 
ble and 'incompetent" for the 
next two years and indicated he 
would take the case to court. 


"I will be meeting with my at- 


torney, Edward Bennett Wil- 
liams, in the next few days and 
we will announce our plans early 
next week," said Steinbrenner. 
"We haven't yet had time to 
carefully study the full decision, 
but we understand that Mr. 
Kuhn has found that I am 
'ineligible and incompetent.' 
It's impossible to understand 
how the Commissioner of 
baseball could call me in- 
competent." 


Kuhn's action, which comes 


two months after Steinbrenner 
pleaded guilty to federal charges 


involving illegal campaign fun- 
ding, belied his reputation for 
being a "weak commissioner." 
It also was the most severe deci- 
sion leveled against a clubowner 
since 1953 when Commissionr 
Ford Frick forced Fred Saigh to 
sell the St. Louis Cardinals after 
Saigh was convicted of income 
tax evasion. 


A decade earlier, Commis- 


sioner Kenesaw Mountain Lan- 
dis forced Bill Cox, owner of the 
Philadelphia Phillies, to sell his 
team when it was learned that 
Cox had been betting money on 
his own team. 


In a 12-page statement an- 


nouncing the decision Kuhn said 
it was necessary to take the ac- 
tion in order to retain public 
confidence in the integrity of 
baseball 


"If 
the public does not 


believe that a sport is honest, it 
would be impossible for the 
sport to succeed," said Kuhn. 
"We have taken 
elaborate 


precautions over the years to in- 
sure, insofar as we possibly can. 
the honesty of professional 
baseball and the public's con- 
fidence in that honesty. 


"In accordance with this 


decision, Mr. Steinbrenner is 
hereby declared ineligible and 
incompetent, for the specified 
period, to manage, or advise in 
the management of, the affairs 
of the New York Yankees. He is 
prohibited, for the specified 
period, from engaging in any 
association 
whatsoever with 


any major league club or its per- 
sonnel in the absence of prior 
authorization from this office." .

It also was the most severe deci­ 
sion leveled against a clubowner 
since 1953 when Commissionr 
Ford Frick forced Fred Saigh to 
sell the St. Louis Cardinals after 
Saigh was convicted of income 
tax evasion. 
A decade earlier, Commis­ 
sioner Kenesaw Mountain Lan­ 
dis forced Bill Cox, owner of the 
Philadelphia Phillies, to sell his 
team when it was learned that 
Cox had been betting money on 
his own team. 
In a 12-page statement an­ 
nouncing the decision Kuhn said 
it was necessary to take the ac­ 
tion in order to retain public 
confidence in the integrity of 
baseball.

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Rice Home Search Said Unjustified 


Omaha (UPI) — An attorney 


has told a federal appellate court 
that Omaha police were in no 
hurry to search the home of 
David Rice four years ago and 
therefore can't use that argu- 
ment to justify the search that 
did take place. 


In a brief filed with the 8th 


U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals in, 
St. Louis, Rice's Omaha at- 
torneys noted that to search the 
home, police obtained a warrant 
that was later ruled invalid. 


Rice was convicted of first- 


degree murder in the bomb 
slaying of policeman Larry 
Minard. Recently, however, U. 
S. District Judge Warren K. Ur- 
bom of Lincoln ordered that 
Rice either be released or 
granted a new trial because 
dynamite obtained in the search 
of his home was illegal evidence. 


The search warrant, Rice's at- 


. torneys said, was based solely on 
an anonymous tip that there was 
dynamite in the home. As a 


result, they said, when the case 
reached trial and the warrant 
was ruled invalid, the search was 
justified in other ways which 
were accepted by the state 
courts but rejected in U.S. 
District Court.

mother of five she has long been 
concerned about the need for a 
bridge across the Papio between 
the park and residential areas. 


She said city officials had ad- 


vised there would be little 
chance of public funds for the 
project for at least 10 or 15 years. 
So she began looking for another 
way to get a bridge built. 


She said her husband, James, 


also an engineer, reminded her 
that the National Society of 
Professional Engineers has 
started a community action, 
program and is encouraging 
local chapters to undertake com-, 
munity service projects. 


She said she hopes construc- 


tion can begin in 1975, with com- 
pletion in 1976.

cided whether the bridge will be 
of wood, steel or concrete.

"We are also concerned about 


the effects of airborne nuclear 
pollution since winds from the 
Nebraska plant site blow toward 
Missouri 68% of the time," the 
Florissant Democrat added.

'Hot' Needles Found 


Chicago (AP) — Four tiny 


radium needles used for medical 
therapy were found scattered at 
a REA Express terminal near 
Chicago, a State Health Depart- 
ment spokesman said Thursday. 


Phil Brunner, chief of the 


radiological health division in 
Springfield, said the needles 
were part of a shipment from an 
Omaha hospital to the Radium 
Chemical Corp. in New York Ci- 
ty. He said the needles were not 
a health hazard but would leave 
a burn if carried by an individual 
for several days. 


Brunner said the needles ap- 


parently spilled from a broken 
carton. One was found in a trash 
can, another on a loading dock, 


another in a parking lot where 
shipments were transferred, and 
another swept against a wall. 


"It really was like looking for 


a needle in a haystack," said 
Brunner. 


He said 10 needles in all were 


reported missing several days 
ago. In addition to the four 
found at the express terminal, he 
said one was found in Omaha 
and five allegedly still are 
missing. 


"Shipments in three trucks 


bound for New York are being 
searched, but as yet we have had 
no report of any of the missing 
five needles being found," said 
Brunner.

Red Cloud — “ Wiila would have ioved 
the high hills and the sweep of wind from 
Kansas that comes up over the selected 
site of land.” 


So wrote Mrs. Mildred Bennett, presi­ 
dent of the Willa Cather Pioneer 
Memorial and Educational Foundation, 
for an upcoming issue of Nature Conser­ 
vancy magazine. 


It was that land conservation group 
which recently acquired a 610-acre prairie 
tract five miles south of Red Cloud as a 
memorial to the world-renowned author. 
Miss Cather often wrote of the native 
grasses and wild flowers in her colorful, 
yet homey, narratives. 
Herself an author as well as an authori­ 
ty on Cather works, Mrs. Bennett quoted 
from an interview of Miss Cather in the 
Lincoln Sunday Star of Nov. 6, 1921. 


Reporter Eleanor Hinman elicited this 
response from the sensitive Miss Cather 
at the mention of wild flowers: 


"I used to gather great armfuls of them 
and sit and cry over them. They were so 
lovely and no one seemed to care for 
them at all.” 


Of grasses, the writer had tlus to say in 
“ My Antonia,” one of her most lauded 
novels: 
“ As I looked about me, I felt that Ihe 
grass was the country as the water is the 
sea. The red of the grass made all the 
great prairie the color of wine stains or of 
certain sea weeds when they are first 
washed up. 
“ And there was so much motion in it; 
the whole country seemed somehow to be 
running.” 
Located on the Kansas state line, the 
portion of virgin prairie will be preserved 
in its natural state. The only development 


contemplated is a marker and possibly a 
exit for U.S. 281 motorists. 


Former owner Delbert Lewis will re­ 
tain limited grazing rights. However, 
Geoffrey S. Barnard, regional vice presi­ 
dent of Nature Conservancy, noted a plan 
is being developed “to enhance the beau­ 
ty, diversity and productivity of the 
native prairie.” 


The Woods Charitable Fund of Lincoln 
and Chicago provided the $218,000 
making the purchase possible. 
Mrs. Bennett said the local Cather 
group will have no direct connection with 
the venture. However, she hailed the 
project and the selection of a Webster 
County location as “ most appropriate.” 
“With all the terracing and irrigation 
and highway-making in the country, little 
of the native land is left,” she observed. 
"This makes the tract all the more 
meaningful.”

New York - Within the next 


decade, students will wear 
moisturized 
five-function 


calculators on their wrists like 
they wear watches today. And,

1980's will not be considered 
complete unless they have scien- 
tific calculators built into them, 
electronically equipped to han- 
dle algebra, geometry and 
arithmetic. 


The wrist calculators will be 


able to do addition, multiplica- 
tion, division, subtraction, 
percentage and square roots. 
And according to the people who 
make them, in the 1980's no less 
than 80 million calculators of all 
types- will be in use around the 
world.

Henry Mullish, senior research 
scientist at New York Univer- 
sity's Courant Institute of 
Mathematical Sciences. 
"Concentrated on a single piece 
of silicon, the size of a pin head, 
is a mass of electronic circuitry 
equivalent to 3,000 to 6,000 tran- 
sistors." 


As a teacher, Mullish's 


primary interest in the 
calculator is its ability to take 
the drudgery out of learning 
mathematics. 


Nevertheless, Mullish, one of 


the better known authorities on 
calculators, worries about the 
very young growing too depen- 
dent on these "electronic answer 
producers." He feels that 
teachers should limit students' 
use of the calculators during the 
first few years of education to 


checking answers. 


"However, in free study 


periods and at home, the 
students should be encouraged 
to 'play' with the calculator," 
the English-born educator says. 
"Let the students discover what 
happens when they repeatedly 
take the square root of any 
number. (Eventually you come 
up with the number 1, providing 
the calculator's chip is sufficient- 
ly sophisticated — infact, that is 
considered a quick way to deter- 
mine just how capable a 
calculator is.) 


"A few of my students have 


discovered on their own 
mathematical theorems that go 
back to the time -of the early 
Egyptians (2000 B.C.) simply by 
intellectually confronting what 
appeared to be a peculiarity dis- 
m 


covered while playing with the 
calculator." 


When the students know how 


to do basic computations, such 
as arithmetic, subtraction, divi- 
sion and multiplications, Mullish 
feels using the calculator 
shouldn't present any learning 
disability. 


"If a child who lives within 


walking distance of school is 
given a bicycle on which he can 


ride there, he certainly doesn't 
forget how to walk. But the fun 
of riding the bike makes school a 
more stimulating experience for 
him. It's the same way with the 
calculators, they serve as elec- 
tronic motivators, but they 
shouldn't make students forget 
the basic computations to 
math." _
